prisals upon Berlin for the zepellm 
raids over London.

that the zeppelin itseli was a failure, 
and -that it was of no use to compete 
with Germany in making unwieldy gas 
bags filled with inflammable hydro- 
gen, for the anti-craft gun and incen- 
diary projectiles were rapidly putting 
the zeps out of the game.- 
"What the British needed was a, non- 


inflammable gas, and the British in- 
telligence office called the attention ot 
the American government to the fact 
that an American chemist in 1007 had 
discovered helium t.o be mixed with 
the natural gas in certain parts of the 
west, and it respectfully 
suggested 
that an investigation be made.

All "Was Deep Secret. 


All oC this was kept a secret at the 


time, and the story has probably not 
been told before.

argon, which is a related gas, but of 
no use for the purposes of aviation. 
There was great excitement in sci- 


entific circles. 
The army and navy, 
the bureau of mines and the bureau of 
standards, and all of the private con-1 
earns that -owned processes for the | 
separation of gases were called into 
•consultation. The army and navy put 
up the money and the scientific organ- 
izations did the work. 
First |28,000 
was appropriated, then $100,000 and 
then ?500,000, as the possibilities ot 
the business opened up. 
Britain Sends Chemists. 
The British government sent 
over 


two chemists to co-operate with the 
Americans, and placed an order for 
more helium than we could have pro- 
duced.in. ten.years. 
It also went to 


work at once building the airships in 
which the helium was to be used. All 
the plans were laid and a, large part 
or' the work done in a campaign which 
was intended to blow the city of Ber- 
lin off. the map. . And it seems reason- 
ably certain.that the trick would have 
been 
done 
in a. few 
years, 
when 


enough helium had been produced. 
For the non-inflammable 
gas 
bags, 


mounting big guns, hanging thousands 
of feet above the city, would have been 
practically invulnerable, and terribly 
destructive. 
As it was, we produced several hun- 


dred . thousand feet of 
helium, 
and 


some of this was.already loaded Into 
steel tubes under heavy pressure and 
had been placed on the 'docks at New 
Orleans, ready . for shipment to Eng- 
land, when the armistice was signed. 
The cost" of .producing- helium dur- 


ing the war was reduced from about 
52,000 a cubic foot .to about 40 cents 
a .cubic foot. 
This co.st is still much 


too high to make it available for com- 
mercia.l use, and the navy .department 
is taking possession of all that is pro- 
duced tor use in experiments and in 
case of war. 
So the use of! the helium 
bag by civilians is probably several 
years in the future. 
But both the 
navy department and the bureau of 
mines are still operating helium plants, 
in Texas, and there is every reason to! 
expect a steady improvement in meth- i 
ods of production. •

PASTOR DENOUNCES 


PROFITEERS IN TALK 


ON SOCIAL GREED 


At the union services Sunday nig-ht 


in the Court House park, 
the Rev. 
Franklin F. Lewis spoke on "The So- 
cial Creed of the Church," reading as 
the scripture lesson the formulated 
social principles as enunciated by tho 
Federal Council 
o£ the 
Church of 


Christ. 
' 
. .. 
He said in part, that it was signifi-. 
cant to know that -while 
historic 
creeds of Christendom were charac- 
teristic in their omission o£ father- 
hood of God or the- brotherhood of 
man, it was not' true of modern pro- 
nouncements o.£ the church. 
"It is worthy of note,' said the 
speaker, "that as we approach Labor 
day we remember 
that Jesus, 
the 


founder of Christianity, was born in 
the humble surroundings of a work- 
aday life' and spent the greater part 
ot his years doing- the work of a vii- 
lape carpenter. This marks the first 
great epocn in the uplift of the tpil- 
-ina- masses. 
. 
.. 
" "Tho world in which Jesus stood 
despised labor. Tho highest civiliza- 
tion of Greece and Rome was built up-: 
on the- fabric o£ human slavery. Christ 
came talking about a working- God. 
and He himself 
labored with, such 
passion that te has created a new 
world. 
Now whati Jesus taught has 
been accepted by this modern world. 
as its most necessary creed. 
Common. Man's Day. 
"Now this is the common man s 
clay 
The divine right of kings has 
gone and with it the illogical and un- 
divine system of the assumed rig-ht for 
one set of a few men ten lord It over 
the masses. 
But in this shift it will 
be well to • remember that it takes 
more than hands to run a world—it 
takes brains'and heart. This, the la- 
bor leaders have sometimes forgotten. 
While we emphasize the dignity of la- 
bor and the rights of ' the common 
man we must not champion that sort 
o£ class conscience that is being agi- 
tated by revolutionary socialists now 
plunging- the peoples of Russia and 
Burppe into starvation and chaos. 
"There Is a cheap sentiment abroad, 
that any one who has a change of 
socks or owns a tooth brush is a capi- 
talist and should be put down. 
There 
is likewise a cheap sentiment strag- 
gling- about 
which holds that all 
wealth is produced by labor, and this 
labor Is manual only. But the labor 
organizations of this country are tak- 
ing an advanced position in this and 
declaring- that any one who 
con- 
tributes to the public good, whethsr- 
by head or hand or heart, is worthy 
of the ranks of tollers. 
All honor to 
those who dig- the coal and till the 
soil who sweep the streets and clean 
its sewers; who bake its bread and 
build its houses: but let us remember, 
that this isi a world of inter-related 
needs." 
Labor is Labor. 
"Labor is labor wherever it supplies 
a human need or ministers to the 
largeness and happiness of life. 
It is 


service if it lifts a load off some man s 
heart, and service' it'it lifts one off 
his back. 
"In preaching- to our times we must 
not line up with or for any class. T}je 
world is too much divided. 
Laboring 
men must realize that they must pro- 
duce if they are 
to share in the 
products of toil. 
The whole tendency 


of our times is to go after the 'higher 
lips.' Labor must have conscience as 
well as capital. 
After all it is not the 
kind of work we do that makes men 
and women out or' us: it is the way 
we do the work. This is where labor 
must help itself. No amount of legis- 
lation will help here. 
There is the 
personal equation, and the factor of 
character and ability that cannot be 
produced by wage scales or federa- 
tions. 
"When we have said this there Is a 
word that must be s'^id on the other 
side. There nre burdens thnt must be 
lifted from the back of toil. 
There 
are labor and canital anrl manage- 
ment together with socially created 
privileges. The socially created privi- 
leges 'are the things that capital has 
sinned against. 
The capitalist class 


ot? the -world ha-s sinned against the 
Holv Ghost, to speak in the terms of 
scripturp . And for their sinning there 
is no forgiveness, neither in this ago 
nor in the asrci to come. The federal 
trade commission tells us that there 
are five big- packers that control 762 
food products companies.- These big 
food monopolies haven't shot the pub- 
lic through the heart nor fractured 
its skull. 
They simply 
and 
gently 
have the public's thront between their 
thumb and finger and nre stopping 
the food channel. 
This strang-le hold 


must be broken by high authority and 
broken in a way that it cannot get 
hold again. 
Ivimelight Turned oil Profits. 
"The"thing that has aroused the la- 
bor conscience of 
the world is. the 


limelig-ht that has been let loose upon 
the profits of the few. Hoarding and 
profiteering- has gone on without limit 
while the rig-hts of the many perish. 


"Men 
were clrivon like ao mapy 
brutes by the lash and stmg of ty- 
ranny to erect monuments to the vain 
and ambi'Jous glory of some intoler- 
ant anc'l despised despot. 
In our day thousands and tens of 


thousands of men and women and 
children have ekod1 out a miserable 
existence 
to 
pile 
high 
the 
blood 


sbained and ill-gotten dollars of the 
captains of frenzied finance. 
This ig 


no cheap tirade against the rich men 
of our times:" it is a just and rlgrhteous 
appeal in behalf of those who have 
been engaged in" unremitting- toil for 
the vain g-lo'ry of the few. 
Future 


generations will pass along by 
the 
pyramids and coliseums of twentieth 
century philanthropy and marvel at 
the Christian ethics which permitted 
such -a curse to bite.' sting .and break 
the back of honest toil, 
Churcli 5rus.t Free Itself.

PARADE IN BRUSSELS

Edg-erton, Sept. -'.—George H. Cox, 
Edgerton soldier in service overseas,

"Seg-endorf, Germany, 


"July 24, 1019. 


"Dear Folks at Home: 
' "Received Harriet's letter this morn- 


ing; this 
afternoon

and candy just now as tired as I am. 
"Since I wrote you last I was one 
of the 80 men' picked, from my com- 
pany to go to Brussels, Belgium, tor 
the victory parade.

In box-cars (not coaches). 
It was a 
24 hours ride, with ut all times two 
engines and someiim.es three attached. 
"Arrived in 
Brussels at 
midnight, 
too late for a reception, but the people 
sure did npt forget to greet us the fol- 
lowing morning. All told about 1,200 
men took part in 
the parade, 
with 
General Pershing and our major lead- 
ing our troops—of course our colors 
and band were present. After form- 
ing- the parade we marched onto the 
main street and as we turned the cor- 
ner the people 
threw flowers 
and 
shouted until we could not hear our 
band play. We marched past the pal- 
ace, also passed hospitals where Bel- 
gian soldiers were still confined. They 
were carried on stretchers to wnere 
they could watch the parade.

almost impossible for us to keep any.

All told we were two and 
a half hours on that march through 
that mass "of people.

FARMERS ARE WARNED 


ABOUT SELLING SEED 


The slate department of agriculture 


is sending a warning to farmers who 
contemplate selling- seed 
of 
winter 
wheat, winter rye and timothy for fall 
seeding, that the law requires them 
to test the fertility of the seed. They 
are reminded that the state seed in- 
spection law requires all crop seeds 
"old or offered for sale at retail to be 
labeled with the percentage of purity 
and germination. The law permits the 
dealer to make his own tests if he is 
willing- to abide by and guarantee the 
results. 
The traveling- inspectors of the stato 
. department of agriculture 
will be 


looking for lots of this seed on the 
market and will collect samples of it. 
If it is found not to be us represented, 
the person telling it or offering- it for 
sale will be subject to prosecution and 
penalty. 
Samples which are sent to the seed 


laboratory should be addressed to the 
State Seed Inspector, Agronomy build- 
ing, Madison, Wts.
